Cotton seed is rich 
economical cow feed 


With the increase in cotton pro- 
duction around the Wiregrass and 
Coffee County, and with oats on 
short supply and corn prices up, 
more people than ever are interested 
in feeding whole cotton seed. 

There is a lot of concern from 
time to time that cows will founder 
on whole cotton seed, or that a bull 
will be sterilized if fed whole cotton 
seed, as well as other concerns. 

Whole cotton seed has an ex- 
tremely high fat content. The energy 
in it runs around 98 percent, which is 
about as high as any feed I know. 
The protein runs about 25 percent. 

Because of the high fat content, 
theoretically, cattle should almost 
self-limit themselves on eating 
whole cotton seed; however, I have 
never totally trusted this. So I still 
recommend hand feeding so many 
pounds per head per day. I just feel 
this is the safest way. I know for a 
fact that there are producers around 
the country who are feeding whole 
cotton seed free choice and have not 
had any problems. Still, I guess it 
makes me a little uneasy to feed 
something that high in energy free 
choice. a 

I have talked to several nutrition- 
ists as it relates to feeding herd bulls 
whole cotton seed and about the ru- 
mor of their being sterilized by it, 
and no one I have talked to has seen 
any research to indicate that rumor is 
valid. 

Most nutritionists tell me that 
bulls would have to ingest a massive 
quantity for a long extended period 
of time to ever cause any kind of 
sterilization. 

If you are still concerned about 
this, however, I would encourage 
you to talk to your veterinarian, or 
give me a call or talk to anyone else 


I would feed them five pounds of Bryanna Edgar, 


whole cotton seed per head per day. 
I would make hay available to them 
free choice and have a good mineral 
available free choice as well. 

When feeding whole cotton seed 
at five pounds per head per day and 
free choice peanut hay, you are feed- 
ing about a 13 percent or better pro- 
tein ration. The energy level on this 
feed runs about 64 percent. 

When feeding whole cotton seed 
at five pounds per head per day and 
free choice coastal bermuda or ba- 
haia hay, your protein will run right 
at 12 percent and be just a little over 
60 percent energy. Both these rations 
do a good job of meeting a lactating 
cow’s nutritional needs. 

_ It is very important that you com- 
bine the whole cotton seed {o lactact-

Long meeting greets new commission chairman

Monday's meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission lasted longer 
than usual with several items on the 
agenda creating several minutes of 
discussion, Commissioner Robert 
Stephens, newly elected chairman, 
presided over the meeting. 

Commissioners took care of “old 
business” carried over from their last 
meeting. The awarding of the bid for 
the emergency generator for the 
county’s emergency management 
agency was tabled at the October 
30th meeting. 

EMA Director Charles Webb was 
asked to negotiate with the low bid- 
der in an attempt to get the bid low- 
éred. The price of the generator was 
greater than expected; however, the 
specified generator should provide 
power to the EMA office in the 
event of an emergency as well as the 


‘county commission offices located 
-in the building. 


Chairman Stephens recapped the 
bid and funding on the generator 
prior to asking for a vote from the 
commission. 

H.& H Equipment’s (an Enter- 
prise firm) low bid of $28,424.00 
was adjusted to $28,324 at the re- 
quest of Webb. The grant monies re- 
ceived from the state for this project 
is $18,750.00 leaving the amount to 
be furnished by the county at 
$9,574.00. 

Stephens noted that the original 
commitment on the generator, by the 
county, was $6,250.00. He explained 
that the county will have to increase 


its allocation by $3,324.00. The 
EMA agreed to designate $500 from 
its budget toward this project leaving 
the county’s increased share at 
$2,824.00 ($9,074 from the county 
& $500 from the EMA). 

Prior to the vote, Commissioner 
Doug Dalrymple questioned the ne- 
cessity of a 3-phase generator and 
other options that could possibly be 
deleted decreasing the cost of the 
generator. 

The purchase of the generator 
was approved with Commissioners 
Dalrymple and Tom Grimsley cast- 
ing dissenting votes. 

Ronnie Kennington appeared be- 
fore the commission to discuss a wa- 
ter problem on his property located 
at the intersection of County Roads 
648 & 649. 

According to Kennington, bea- 
vers have built a dam causing water 
to back up on his property. It has 
also hampered drainage of a pipe un- 
der the roadway. 

After a short period of discussion, 
County Engineer Randy Tindell rec- 
ommended that he and his staff work 
with the county’s licensed beaver 
trapper in solving the problem. He 
noted that the dam could be re- 
moved; however, if the beavers are 
not captured, the problem will only 
return. 

The commissioners agreed to go 
along with Tindell’s suggestion. 

Mary Jon Sneckenberger, chair- 
person of the Coffee County Board 
of Registrars, appeared before the 
commissioners seeking their help in 
accurately updating the county’s vot-

Squad personnel found Jimmy Jones 
Bryan, 40, lying partially outside of 
an overturned pickup truck. 

Jones was suffering from a severe 
wound to the head and had little or 
no vital signs. Rescuers began ad- 
ministering CPR (Cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation) and transported the 
victim to Elba General Hospital. 

Emergency room personnel at 
EGH were able to sustain life sup- 
port for Bryan and he was transport- 
ed to Southeast Alabama Medical 
Center in Dothan, 

While enroute to SEAMC via 
Coffee County EMS, Bryan’s condi- 
tion worsened and the ambulance 
stopped enroute at Flowers Hospital 
in Dothan. 

Emergency personnel were un- 
able to revive Bryan and he was pro- 
nounced dead, 

During a more thorough examina- 
tion of his injuries, Flowers ER per- 
sonnel discovered that Bryan had 
been shot in the head. 

Authorities were notified and a 


more intense investigation was be- 
gun into what started out as an auto- 
mobile accident. 

During the removal of the 
wrecked vehicle, a 22 caliber revol- 
ver had been discovered at the scene 
and had been retrieved by the state 
trooper investigating the accident. 

According to preliminary reports, 
the wound and the projectile recov- 
ered from the victim’s head were 
from a 22 caliber weapon, 

During their preliminary investi- 
gation, authorities have ruled out 
foul play. 

Bryan was last seen alive at 6:35 
p.m. (Saturday) in Brantley, Ala- 
bama where he had made a purchase 
at a local grocery store. 

The victim lived on a Brantley ru- 
ral postal route but he lived in Cof- 
fee County, His residence is located 
on Co, Rd, 337. 

Since Bryan was _ pronounced 
dead in a Houston County hospital, 
Coroner Robert Byrd will make the 
final ruling as to the cause and man- 
ner of death in this case. 

An autopsy was performed Mon- 
day, in Dothan, to determine the 
cause of death, 

A joint investigation is being con- 
ducted by the Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Department, 12th Judicial Cir- 
cuit District Attorney's Office, 
Alabama State Troopers, and the Al- 
abama Department of Forensic Sci- 
ence.

At the present time, there are just 
over 20,650 active registered voters 
in Coffee County, but there are 
7,747 voter who have been placed 
on the inactive list due to incorrect 
address information. 

Since January, the registrars have 
been working to find the most cur- 
rent addresses of county voters. 

Non-forwardable cards were sent 
out to the last known addresses of 
voters. If the address was correct, it 
was not necessary for the voter to re- 
turn the card. 

However, if the address of the 
voter on the card had been changed, 
the post office noted the new address 
and returned the card to the regis- 
trars. 

Due to a new federal law, a phone 
call by the voter is no longer suffi- 
cient to update voter registration. It 
has to be done in person. 

The Board of Registrars is asking 
commissioners and the public to 
help in locating these inactive voters 
and making sure all county voters 
are properly identified. 

In January of 1998, a list of inac- 
tive voters will be published in the 
local newspapers. 

Any voter who has moved or has 
questions concerning their voter reg- 
istration should contact the Board of 
Registrar’s office at 894-5347 or go 
by their office located in the County 
Complex in New Brockton. 


In the general business session, , 


County Engineer Randy Tindell pre- 
sented a resolution calling for the 
adoption of the revised subdivisions 
regulations for the county. 

For the past several weeks, the 
commissioners have been reviewing 
and recommending changes in the 
present subdivision regs. 

Commissioners asked that the 
vote on the resolution be postponed 
until the next meeting. This will give 
them time to review the final version 
of the new subdivision regulations. 
The engineer was to provide the 
commissioners with copies of the 
finished product Monday afternoon. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks in- 
troduced a resolution seeking ap- 
proval from the United States Justice 
Department - Civil Rights Division 
that the voting location in District 5 
Beat 6 be changed. 

Presently, voters in that beat vote 
at Virgil Coleman’s Mortuary in 
Elba. The resolution seeks a change 
from Coleman’s Mortuary to the old 
Mulberry Heights School in the 
same general location. 

The change, should it be ap- 
proved by the Justice Department, 
will become effective on all elec- 
tions held after Nov. 1, 1997. The 
commission approved the resolution. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
thanked the Elba Utility Board for 
extending a waterline on Co, Rd. 
224 and the Jack Water Authority 
for approving an extension on Co. 
Rd, 219, 


She also thanked State Senator 
Dwight Adams for obtaining $4,000 
to be used toward the funding of a 
new baseball field at Zion Chapel 
High School. 

Commissioner Grimsley brought 
up the possible purchase of electron- 
ic voting machines that the commis- 
sion has been looking into for the 
past several weeks, 


He noted that under the present 
circumstances, a total of 45 ma- 
chines would be required at a cost of 
$249,000.00. 

Grimsley stated the following sta- 
tistics based on past elections: the 
county has 7 districts with 33 differ- 
ent voting locations (beats); 15 loca- 
tions have 500 or less voters regis- 
tered to vote; 7 of the 15 have less 
than 200 voters; in the last election, 
62% of the county’s registered vot- 
ers voted; some locations had as few 
as 34 voters casting votes; and four 
of the locations are less than four 
miles apart. 

“We could eliminate cight of 
these machines by combining all 
beats with 500 or less voters,” said 
Grimsley. “That would be a savings 
of $44,000.00 plus the poll workers 
and maintenance cost.” 

“These voting houses were set up 
in the Depression Era when people 
Were in a horse and buggy days. A 
lot of people had to walk to vote. 

“Other county personnel that I 
have talked to that went to electronic 
voting have consolidated some of 
their houses in some way or an- 
other,” Grimsley said. 

Following that statement, he 
made a motion to consolidate all vot- 
ing houses that have 500 or less reg- 
istered voters. 

Grimsley commented that his 
only motive was to save the tax pay- 
ers money and to update the method 
of voting in Coffee County. 

Commissioners Westbrook and 
Stephens both voiced their disap- 
proval of closing any voting houses

We saw a computer printout this week with the names of a 
whole bunch of county residents who were once registered qualified 
voters ... but aren't any more, The registrars explain they, by law, re- 
moved the names of those who didn't respond to their mail out cards. 
Now, to get registered again, go ahead and return the card, if you can 
still find it. Otherwise, call the Board of Registrars in New Brockton 
and ask for another one to be mailed to you. It is better to do so now 
than try to get re-registered on election day. The third option is do 
nothing and let one hardheaded voter decide for everyone ... ‘cause 
our name is not among those struck off the list.

The Pressbox

ELBA DROPS FINALE, ENDS SEASON WITH 2-8 SLATE 


The Elba Tigers saw a long, disappointing season come to an end Fri- 
day night with a 14-13 overtime loss to the Monroe County Tigers, For 
the Tigers, the season ended much like it started, with a heartbreaking 
loss to a SA opponent, and left the players and coaches wondering what 
might have been. It wasn't the way the seniors wanted to close out their 
careers in the “Black and Gold,” but probably was a fitting end for a team 
that struggled throughout the season and very seldom got a break. 

The offense moved the ball well at times on the ground, but poor field- 
position and the cold, wet night prevented the Tigers from getting their air 
attack off the ground. With the Elba offense having to depend on its run- 
ning game to put points on the scoreboard, it was obvious early on that it 
wasn't going to be a night that the Tigers would light-up the scoreboard. 
Julian Mitchell had a big night at tailback and accounted for both Tiger 
touchdowns, but record-setting quarterback Derek Marler spent much of 
the night getting up off the ground, and hit only six of cleven passes for 
31 yards and no touchdowns, by far his worst outing of the season. The 
offense had two additional chances to get in the endzone during the first 
half, but saw one opportunity end with a pass interception, and the second 
end at the Monroe County six-yardline after the Tigers passed on the 
chance to try a short field-goal. It simply was not a good night for the 
Elba offense, which had been getting better each and every week. 

The Elba defense gave up a big play early in the game that resulted ina 
Monroe County touchdown, but then settled down and shut-out the 5A‘ 
Tigers during the final three quarters. Linebacker Ronnie Davis had an- 
other solid night, as did Marcus Parker, who stspped up big and made 
some key plays in the defensive line. The defezse almost blanked Monroe 
County in overtime, only to see a halfback pass hit its mark despite a 
heavy rush. The Elba defense got pushed around at times during the sea- 
son; however, Friday night it played as hard as it could and played well 
enough to win. It just wasn’t to be for the luckless Tigers. 

It would be easy to point at Elba’s 2-8 record and write about how bad 
this team was. However, while the ‘97 Tigers will be remembered for 
their less than impressive record, they should also be remembered as a 
team that refused to quit, despite the odds, and always left the field ex- 
hausted after giving 110 percent. The seniors played for three head coach- 
es in four years and had to adjust every time a new coach took over, but 
the players were always ready to do whatever the coaches said, and never 
once made any excuses, The Tigers went down to defeat more times than 
noi, but will be remembered as a team that never quit, and fought until the 
final horn, All Elba fans should appreciate the effort and let the players 
know that it was obvious that they gave their all. 


ELBA FOOTBALL DYNASTY HAS CRUMBLED QUICKLY 


Just five years ago the Elba Tigers were considered one of the top high 
school football teams in the state, regardless of class, and were cel- 
ebrating winning their second state championship in four years, The Ti- 
gers celebrated with a championship banquet and the players still wear 
their rings; however, times have certainly changed since the end of that 
season. Since Coach Mack Wood retired, the Elba Tigers have posted a 
record of 13-19, and in the past 22 games the Tigers’ record is 6 wins and 
16 losses, That record is certainly nothing that Elba fans thought would 
ever happen, but it has, and once again proved that no team can stay on 
top forever, even our own Elba Tigers. 

What has caused the sudden decline of the Tiger dynasty? There is no 
doubt that the retirement of Coach Wood after 18 years at the Elba helm 
led to a change in attitude, as did the resignation of Coach David Lowery 
after just two seasons. However, I don’t think we can point all the blame 
at the fact the Tigers have had three head coaches over the past four 
years, Elba fans must also admit that as the student population has de- 
clined in recent years, so has the number of student-athletes at the school. 
The talent pool at Elba is far from being empty, but it isn’t as deep as in 
the years past, and that is simply a fact. Another factor has been the lack 
of winning at the junior high level. The Elba Junior High Tigers have 
won only four games over the past four years, and I for one believe that 
once the players get used to losing, they will continue to lose. The junior 
high program was one of the best around back when the Tigers were win- 
ning state championships, and every kid in school wanted to play football 
and _ be a part of the success. As the losses have mounted, the thrill of 
playing football is no longer that great, and many potential players have 
found other things to do. There is no easy answer to the question about 
the decline of the Elba football dynasty. Elba’s dynasty wasn’t built over- 
night and wasn’t built by one team or one coach. It took ears, and may 
take a few more years to rebuild. Until then, all Elba fans fave to support 
the program and suffer through the losses. 


1998 ELBA SCHEDULE WILL FEATURE FIVE NEW TEAMS 


When the Elba Tigers hit the field next season their schedule will in- 
clude some of the old, and some of the new, as a total of five new op- 
ponents will dot the Tigers’ schedule, Back from the ‘97 season will be 
Opp, Andalusia, Luverne, Geneva and Geneva County, while new faces 
on the slate will be Brantley, Florala, Clayton, Slocomb and Straughn. 
Coach David Sikes said that the Tigers need to play more teams their own 
size as they rebuild, and while the schedule might appear easier than usu- 
al, the Tigers will still play only three schools with a smaller student pop- 
ulation than Elba High. It is always fun to play new teams, and maybe 
that means that next season will be a lot of fun for everyone involved.

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Alabama Historical Commission lists “Places in Peril” 


The Alabama Historical Commis. 
sion has compiled the 1997 list of 
endangered historic sites in Ala 
bama, and pertinent information on 
each, These include: 

The City of Bridgeport - Per- 
haps the most pristine of the state's 
late 19th century “boom towns,” 
Bridgeport faces pervasive and com. 
plex threats, such as the near aban- 
donment of its downtown commer 
cial area and encroaching modern 
industrial development. A concerted 
effort is needed if this community is 
to maintain its distinctive historical 
character, 

Old Greene County Courthouse 
Complex, Eutaw « The focal point 
of this outstanding and attractive 
mid-nineteenth century judicial com- 
plex is a serene 1868 courthouse 
with cast-iron balconies and tall 
shuttered windows, Since comple- 
tion of a new county facility across 
the street, however, the complex 
stands neglected and deteriorating. 

Slave Quarters, Statewide - 
Only a few of these small one- or 
two-room structures, usually of log 
or frame construction, still stand, but 
they serve as a reminder of an im- 
portant, if tragic, part of the state's 
past and are a physical link to the 
heritage of a large portion of the 
state’s population, The Historical 
Commission is attempting to docu- 
ment all slave quarters still standing. 

Melton Hollow, Lauderdale 
County - Settled in the 1800's, this 
rare assortment of early farm build- 
ings in a pristine setting offers a 
glimpse of a lost way of life. Owned 
by Champion Paper Company, the 
complex has been set aside as one of 
Champion's “Special Places in the

been done. Now a rare four-crib barn 
is on the brink of collapse. 

Salem-Shotwell Covered 
Bridge, Lee County - One of only 
13 authentic covered bridges left in 
the state, the Salem-Shotwell Bridge 
is a fine example of a type of bridge 
design known as the Town Lattice 
Truss. 

The bridge badly needs structural 
repair and treatment with a fire- 
retardant preservative, but the 
county has shown little interest in 
maintaining the structure and has 
even considered selling it to a pri- 
vate citizen who would relocate it to 
an open field, 


Brierfield Furnace, Brierfield 
Ironworks Historical State Park, 
Bibb County - The remains of 
Brierfield Furnace offer a rare view 
of iron-making practices in the 
1880's and 1890's, 

The only furnace in the state built 
solely by the Confederates, Brier- 
field supplied iron to the Selma Ar- 
senal for the manufacture of the 
Brooke cannon, 

A grant will provide funds for 
covering the stack to protect it from 
ice and rain damage, but public and 
private money is needed for archae- 
ological work and preservation of 
the foundations. 

Vicksburg and Brunswick De- 
pot, Eufaula - Alabama’s finest Re- 
construction-era depot, built in 1872 
during the heyday of the American 
railway industry, the sturdy V&B 
Depot would make an_ attractive 
space for any number of uses, but

whether to raze the depot or rehabil- 
itate it as a youth recreation com- 
lex. 

Historic Mill Villages, State- 
wide ~ In communities such as Cor- 
dova, Bemiston, Huntsville, Pratt- 
ville, Selma, Tallassee, and Valley, 
well-planned mill villages built by a 
growing textile industry in the post- 
bellum, South helped recruit agrari- 
an workers to the city. 

Some villages still thrive as 
neighborhoods, but many have been 
neglected. Local governments could 
reinvigorate these historic villages 
by providing financial incentives to 
restore the homes and by preventing 
haphazard and inappropriate devel- 
opment such as has occurred in Val- 
ley. 

"Copeland House, Blount 
County - One of two surviving an- 
tebellum brick houses in Blount 
County and one of the few surviving 
in the entire mountain region of the 
state, the elegant, Federal-style 
Copeland House represents a little- 
known element of antebellum socie- 
ty in the Appalachian region. Resto- 
ration must be undertaken soon to 
maintain the historic integrity of this 
important artifact of Alabama’s 
mountain culture. 

Nat King Cole House/Belaire 
Neighborhood, Montgomery - The 
birth place of singer Nat King Cole 
and the historic black residential 
neighborhood of Belaire surround- 
ing it lie in the path of an expanding 
university, Alabama State. 

Ironically, it was probably the 
presence of this historically black 
college that attracted many African- 
American families to settle in this 
turn-of-the-century suburb. 


The Nat King Cole Society has 
negotiated purchase of the house 
and would like to restore it as a mu- 
seum, but so far they have received 
little support, while ASU slowly raz- 
es the community around it. 

The New Empire Theatre, 
Montgomery - was scheduled to be 
included in the 1997 ‘Places of Per- 
il” list, but was unexpectedly demol- 
ished by Troy State University, 
Montgomery, in August. 

Opened in 1917, the New Empire 
stood as a site of historical distinc- 
tion, both for the building itself and 
what happened in and around it: 
Hank Williams got the break he 
needed when he won a contest in 
Montgomery in 1938; and also on 
Dec. 1, 1955, at the bus stop in front
